Johnson  To  Send  McNamara 
To  Germany,  South  Viet  Nam 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  . Presi- 
dent Johnson  announced  Wednes- 
day that  he  is  sending  Defense 
Secretary  Robert  S.  McNamara 
to  West  Germany  for  talks  and 
then  on  to  South  Viet  Nam  to 
review  the  war  effort  there. 

JOHNSON  TOLD  HIS  news 
conference  that  McNamara  will 
leave  Friday  for  talks  in  West 
Germany  with  West  German  De- 
fense Minister  Kaiduwe  von  Has- 
selm.  He  said  the  sessions  would 
be  of  mutual  defense  interest. 

He  said  these  would  include 
cooperative  research  and  develop- 
ment, existing  cooperativ'e  pro- 
grams for  military  logistics,  and 
the  program  for  West  German 
purchase  of  U.S.  military  equip- 
ment to  offset  the  balance  of 
payments  drain  represented  by 
U.S.  expenses  in  West  Germany. 

JOHNSON  SAID  McNAMARA 
would  proceed  from  Bonn  to 
Saigon,  South  Viet  Nam,  for  a 
“first  hand  look”  at  military  and 
political  developments  since  Mc- 
Namara’s last  visit  there  in

Norsemen 

The  IOC  Board  has  suspended 
the  Norsemen  for  six  months  and 
fined  them  $75  for  disobeying 
rules. 

Two  other  groups  have  been 
suspended  during  the  past  year 
and  also  fined  $75,  according  to 
Roger  Dixon  of  the  IOC  Board. 

THE  IOC  BOARD  is  composed 
of  a president  elected  from  each 
of  the  four  organization  areas 
( service,  special  interest,  geo- 
graphical and  departmental)  plus 
the  Student  Coordinator. 

The  Norsemen  were  suspended 
Tuesday  and  will  be  reinstated 
Nov.  1,  1964.  Their  fine,  to  be 
raised  from  the  first  semester’s 
dues,  must  be  paid  to  the  finance 
vice-president  between  Nov.  1 and 
Nov.  5.  Dues  may  only  be  $12.50 
per  semester. 

THERE  WERE  FOUR  reasons 
given  by  the  board  for  the  su- 
spension: holding  an  unsched- 
uled off-campus  event,  having  no 
faculty  sponsor  at  the  event,  a 
“community  complaint”  and 
“evidence  of  physical  harass- 
ment.” 

The  complaint  was  caused  when 
a citizen  of  Provo  called  Secur- 
ity to  complain  about  the  “noise 
and  carrying-on”  in  Slate . Can- 
3-on.  Investigating  officers  traced 
the  license  numbers  of  the  cars 
and  found  that  they  belonged  to 
iNorsemen  who  were  then  called 
into  the  Student  Coordinator’s  of- 
fice. 

THE  “EVIDENCE  of  Physical 
harassment”  was  evidence  that 
Norsemen  had  been  “running  up 
and  down  the  side  of  a gravel

In  Intercommunul  War 


. NICOSIA,  CYPRUS  (UPI)  - 
Armed  Greek  and  Turkish  Cyp- 
riots moved  Wednesday  into  the 
area  around  the  eastern  port  of 
Famgusta  where  a roadblock  in- 
cident threatened  to  spark  a re- 
newal of  bloody  intercommunal 
warfare  between  the  feuding  fac- 
tions on  Cyprus.

Bannister  Forecasts 
A Record  3:45  Mile 


Will  Be  Run  Soon 


LONDON,  (UPI),  — Roger 
Bannister,  the  first  man  to  run  a 
mile  in  less  than  four  minutes, 
exactly  10  years  ago,  forecast 
Tuesday  that  somebody  event- 
ually will  travel  the  distance  in 
three  minutes,  45  seconds. 

ON  MAY  6,  1954  Bannister  de- 
molished the  four  minute  bar- 
rier on  a windswept  track  at 
Oxford,  clocking  3:59.5.  The  pre- 
sent record,  held  by  ‘ Peter 'Snell, 
stands  at  3:54.4.  Including  Ban- 
nister, 42  men  have  broken  four 
minutes  a total  of  142  times. 

Reviewing  the  progress,  Ban- 
nister  said',  “There  is  no  abso- 
lute limit,  in  the  sense  that  some- 
one will  always  come  along  to 
cut  a tiny  fraction  off  the  previ- 
ous best.  But  there  must  ulti- 
mately be  a maximum  to  man’s 
ability  to  incur  oxygen  debt.’’ 

“HOWEVER,  I HAVE  no  dif- 
ficulty in  forecasting  a mile  be- 
ing run  in  three  minutes,  45  sec- 
onds,’’ he  added. 

Bannister,  now  a consultant 
neurologist  at  a London  hospital, 
said  he  was  “not  surpi^ised”  that 
so  many  men  had  beaten  the  bar- 
rier since  that  famous  afternoon 
at  Oxley  Road  Stadium  10  years 

“IT’S  ALL  A matter  of  psycho- 
logy you  know,’’  he  said.  “I  re- 
member thinking  at  the  time 
what  a great  thing  it  was.  Then, 
I also  recall,  -I  remember  think- 
ing that  once  broken,  there 
would  be  a lot  more  to  follow  me. 
The  four  minute  mile  was  a 
psychological  barrier. 

“In  the  future,  with  better 
training,  times  will  go  on  im- 
proving,”

J.  Howard  Edd- 
mondson  held  the  lead  in  a close 
three-man  race.
